Interesting Coin of the Month 

1804 Half Dollar 



An 1804 half dollar you ask? As far as I know the 1804 half dollar 
does not exist but there is definitely a story here. Pictured here is an 
1805/4 half dollar which is relatively common and usually available. 
Well then, if this coin exists as an overdated die from the year 1804 
where are the 1804 halves? Surely the mint must have made use of an 
1804 die as then it was the practice to utilize every resource. It would 
then be overdated it and made use of again in 1805. They produced 
1804 dimes and quarters! But no 1804 halves exist. Years ago there 
was an apparent 1804 half circulating in the numismatic community 
which was later found to be an altered 1805/4. I have seen pictures of 
it and it was an exceptional alternation. This coin, the 1805/4, as far as 
I know is the only overdate of a date which was never produced. Even 
more astonishing is that there is not one obverse die which was 
overdated but two different dies! Interesting, yes, does an actual 1804 
exist, maybe, but probably not. It does make an interesting tale to tell 
and to wonder about. What do you think?

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Feature Article - "The Evolution of Numbers/Doug Nyholm 

I have always been interested in early dated coinage, but just what is the earliest Anno Domino date on 
a coin? How wasit written? Are the numbersthe same aswe use today? There isa book, presently in 
print which answers some ofthese questions; "The Early Dated Coinsof Europe 1234-1500" and I recently 
acquired a pamphletfrom EBAY entitled "The First Twenty-Eight Anno Dommi (The yearof our Lord) 
Dated European Coins" which hasa tremendous a mount of additional information. It isa reprint of an 
article which appeared in the "Numismatist" from J uly 1973. Well, from these titlesone can conclude 
thatthe earliestdated Anno Dommi coin is from the yearl234. Thiscoin isa 'Roskilde' from Denmark. 
"There are 7 known examples, don't expectto be able to purchase one asthey are all tightly held in 
museums. "Thiscoin does not have a readable date of 1234 but is instead dated with Roman Numerals. 
None-the-less, itisdated using the AD date of 1234. (MCCXXXIIII) Surprisingly, the nextyearto appear 
on a coin with an 'AD' date wouldn't a p pear for another 138 years! There were two examples with the 
date, again in Roman Numerals, depicting 1372. The first date to appearwith Arabic numbers such as 
we use today would notoccuruntil 1424. This isa Plappartfrom St. Gallen in Switzerland. But, if you 
were not fa miliar with the digits in use atthattime you may lookatthe coin and be unable to discern 
any date at a II. This brings me to the main subject of this article, the evolution of numerals. The date
